Winter eases 
grip on

Winter eased its grip on hard hit 
sections of the Midwest today and 
travelers bore the brunt of the after 
effects of a heavy snowstorm 
But 
freezing rain, winds, snow and sleet 
brought problems to lowland dwellers 
and motorists in Indiana, Ohio and New 
York 
Winds piled snow drifts on highways in 
Iowa and some New England roads were 
glazed by sleet 


Travelers warnings were issued for 
parts of the southeast and floodwaters 
from heavy rains which fell around the 
outer edge of the winter storm closed a 
few southern Indiana roads 
Southeastern Ohio had high water in 
river valley areas, and a deputy sheriff 
in Delaware county of central Ohio 
admitted "we re having a lot of trouble 
with ice and snow " 
But the heavy storms of wind, snow 
and rain which were blamed for 18 
deaths during the weekend were gone 
from the weather picture giving way to 
snow flurries and rain in the Great 
Lakes and New England areas, and in 
the Ohio and Tennessee valleys 
Flash flood watches were posted for 
most of southeastern New York, and 
several families were moved out of their 
homes in Chemung. N Y , Monday night 
A violent windstorm struck Allegany in 
Cattaraugus county of western New 
York, slightly injuring two children and 
causing property damage The National 
Weather Service sought to determine 
whether it could be labeled a tornado 
Motorists 
reported 
blowing 
and 
drifting snow in north centra] and 
eastern Iowa, hardest-hit area in the 
midwest, and some schools and busi­ 
nesses remained closed 
Ru^al area 
classes were behind schedule m Iowa 
and a few schools remained closed in 
southeastern 
Minnesota 
because 
of 
snowdrifts pushed over roads by winds 
up to 45 miles per hour 
But the weather lacked the punch of 
the Sunday-Monday storm 


condemnation Congress’ clear concern

Otherwise the order of suspension 
should be set aside as beyond the 
secretary’s statutory powers " 
The four companies paid more that |61 
million in February, 1968, for oil and gas 
rights in the area, which lies on the 
continental shelf beyond the jurisdiction 
of the state of California The lease gave 
them the right to erect floating drilling 
platforms, 
two 
of 
which 
were 
constructed 
In 
September. 
1968, 
Union 
got 
permission to install a third platform, 
but before it was completed a blowout 
occured on another platform in January. 
1969. causing the disasterous Santa 
Barbara oil spill 
On Feb. 7, 1969, the interior secretary 
ordered all activities on this and other 
leases suspended pending further envi­ 
ronmental studies On Sept. 20,1971, the 
secretary announced that Union could 
not 
install 
its third 
platform and 
suspended all operations pending action 
by Congress on canceling the leases 
The 
circuit 
court 
approved 
the 
secretary's suspension but later lifted 
its approval when Congress did not act. 
The present case hinges on whether 
installation of the third platform has 
been suspended or revoked, and whether 
the government should compensate the 
oil comapnies if the leases have been 
voided 
"Congress itself can order the leases 
forfeited even now, subject to payment 
of compensation," the court said. "But 
without congresssional authorization, 
the secretary or the executive branch in 
general has no intrinsic powers of

That bill contains rebates of up to 1200 
of 1974 taxes as well as 1975 tax cuts.

Nikolai Bulganin 
succumbs at 79 


MOSCOW (UPI> - Nikolai Bulganin, 
the courtly commissar upstaged by 
earthy Nikita S. Khrushchev durng 
their two man Kremlin rule, died in 
obscurity at the age of 79. it was 
reported today. 
The official Tass news agency said 
Bulganin, who charmed the world with 
his 19th century manners before his 
boisterous partner banished him. died 
Monday after "a serious protracted 
illness." 
Bulganin, an Old Bolshevik comrade 
of V I. Lenin, Leon Trotsky and Josef 
Stalin, lived the last years of his life on a 
$390-a-month pension in a government- 
furnished dacha outside Moscow. 
Khrushchev overshadowed Bulganin 
from the moment the pair emerged as 
rulers of the Soviet Union in 1955. 
following the fall of Stalin's successor. 
Georgi Malenkov. 
The rustic Khrushchev was first 
secretary of the Communist party and 
the dapper Bulganin was premier during 
their three years of tandem rule. 
The two leaders traveled together 
around the globe, attending a summit 
meeting with Western leaders in Geneva 
in July. 1955. and visiting India, Burma. 
Afghanistan. 
Egypt. 
France 
and 
England. 
But Khrushchev, who played the shoe- 
banging buffoon 
in public, 
worked 
cunningly behind the scenes to shoulder 
the aristocratic-looking Bulganin aside 
and emerge as the strong man. 
Bulganin's death left former Foreign 
Minister Vyacheslav Molotov, "iron 
commissar' 
Lazar 
Kaganovich, 
economic wizard Anastas Mikoyan and 
Malenkov as the last of the well-known 
Old Bolsheviks 
The beginning of the end for Bulganin 
came in 1957 when he joined Molotov. 
Malenkov and most other members of 
the ruling Politburo in a bid to oust 
Khrushchev.

William J. Green, D-Pa., 
said following the 153-98 caucus vote 
that this was "a phony argument." 
Green and other liberals asked for the 
special caucus to overturn the Ways and 
Means 
decision 
and 
to 
bind 
the 
Democrats on the Rules Committee to 
insist on a floor vote on the depletion 
amendment. 
The Rules Committee acts as a 
"traffic cop" for the House, deciding 
which bills may reach the House floor 
and how they may be amended. 
The bill is tentatively scheduled for 
action Thursday if it does not bog down 
in the Rules Committee, which probably 
will meet Wednesday. 
The caucus also voted in favor of a 
floor vote on an amendment by Rep. 
Charles Wilson, D-Tex., which would 
allow small oil producers — those 
producing less than 3,000 barrels per day 
of oil —to continue receiving the 22 per 
cent depletion allowance. 


Several lobbying groups that have 
been pushing for elimination of the 59- 
year-old depletion allowance praised the 
caucus action Common Cause said the 
Democrats had taken the first step to 
"retire a granddaddy of special interest 
tax preferences." 


The bill contains $8.1 billion in rebates 
of 1974 taxes amounting to 10 per cent of 
the taxes you must pay by April 15, up to 
a maximum of $200. Above $20,000 in 
income, however, this would come 
down Anyone making more than $30,000 
would get only a $100 rebate. 


Also in the bill is $8.1 billion in 1975 tax 
cuts for individuals, brought about by 
increasing the standard deduction, and 
$5.1 billion in business tax cuts and 
investment tax incentives for 1975 and 
1976. 


The depletion allowance permits oil 
and gas companies to deduct 22 per cent 
of the income from oil and gas wells 
before any othqr tax deductions are 
taken The allowance can be used to 
wipe out a maximum of half the com­ 
pany’s taxable income.

Slmillion development programmed 


Action this week by the City of Lompoc cleared the way 
for an ultimate $1 million-plus residential and church 
development on North D Street. 


The Rev. Gordon Blacklock. pastor of the Church of the 
Nazarene and city building and planning department 
officials signed the subdivision map yesterday. 


Blacklock s group will build an 18-apartment building 
facing Pine Avenue between C and D Streets. There will be 
14 homes built between C and D Street, with seven facing D 


Street, and seven facing C Street. Value of the individual 
single family dwellings has been estimated at about $40,000. 
About 3^2 acres of the block bounded by C and D Streets 
and by Pine and North Avenues will be reserved for a 
church complex with the main sanctuary facing Lompoc 
Public Library across North Avenue. 
City building department official Bill Cruse said the 
church group has indicated it will provide final plans soon. A 
building permit will be issued after compliance with all city 
requirements, Cruse said 
County parks chief describes 
major shift in philosophies

The county parks department is on the 
threshhoid of a major shift in philosophy 
that 
could 
lead 
to 
the 
first-time 
development of facilities for such sports 
as baseball, soccer and tennis. 
That was the word last night from 
Michael Pahos, county parks director in 
a presentation to Lompoc Planning 
Commission Pahos said seven advisory 
committees were completing studies 
that will be a grist for a recreational 
element to be added to the county 
genera* plan. 
Although details are shifting as county 
officials near the conclusion of their 
work, preliminary findings show the 
Lompoc 
area 
with 
the 
following 
deficiencies or needs: 267 camping 
sites; three swimming pools; 101 acres 
for heavy outdoor sports such as 
baseball, soccer, tennis and offroad 
vehicle use; 23 miles of bike trails; 120 
family picnic units and barbecue pits; 18 
miles of hiking trails. He said county 
and city would have to get together to 
talk about the questions 
Pahos said priorities were presently 
uncertain, but that he would make 
budget 
requests during 
1975-76 for 
improvements at Ocean Park, on the 
ocean west of Lompoc, to include play 
equipment, picnic tables with barbecue 
pits and a better road under the coastal 
railroad line at that point for better 


access to the beach 
Pahos made these points: Ocean Park 
has a unique eco-system containing 
endangered species of plant, aquatic life 
and wildfowl, and for that reason "we 
must fit recreational facilities into it so 
as not to adversely impact the unique 
environment.” 
Pahos said officials had recommended 
that the county expand the scientific 
observation capabilities at Ocean Park, 
and that some windbrakes be planted. 
On the question of Kenneth Adam 
Park on Lompoc-Casmalia Road, Pahos 
said a shift in county philosophy now 
made it feasible to use about 10 acres of 
the site for heavy outdoor sports. In 
other respects, Pahos said more group 
picnic areas were needed and there 
should be an expansion of the outdoor 
plant lab. 
In answer to a question from Harley 
Craig, 
member 
of 
the 
Fourth 
Supervisorial 
D istrict 
Advisory 
Committee for the county’s general 
plan, Pahos said the undeveloped 40- 
acre Cebada Park site would remain in 
its natural state. In a reference to 
preliminary findings on the site, Pahos 
said "They blew it, Cebada Park is 
anything but an area of ‘rare scenic 
beauty.’ " 
In other respects, Pahos said the 
county has more beach area than any 
other county in the state, but much of it 
is preempted by Vandenberg Air Force 


Base and the Bixby Ranch. For that 
reason he said beach property was so 
valuable it should be reserved for 
daytime use rather than for overnight 
camping. 
Pahos said the public was insisting 
that the county show that facilities that 
are developed are what the public 
"wants, needs and will use." 
All the recommendations on park 
facilities 
will 
be 
assembled 
in 
a 
document that will be in the hands of 
city officials and advisory committees 
soon, Pahos said. 
Before Pahos spoke, the commission 
granted C.L Jackson a home use permit 
for operation of a masonry business out 
of his home at 1505 E. Pine Ave.; and 
continued these items: a request by 
Mrs. Harold V. Koontz for a zone change 
on property at 608 and 612 N. Fourth St.; 
the proposed division of land west of O 
Street and south of Laurel Avenue; a 
discussion of zoning consistency; a 
discussion of environmental assessment 
procedures.

The panel did not take any action at 
yesterday’s study session but, Wahlers 
said, will have to approve some type of 
three year spending plan at a public 
meeting convening at 7:30 p.m. tonight 
in the City Hall Auditorium 
The federal funds involved will come 
to the city under the Community 
Development 
<CD> 
Block 
Grant 
Program, which allots the city $18 
million over six years To get the funds, 
the city must submit spending programs 
for each three-year period. The first 
three year period involves $702.000. 
Mayor E C. Stevens said that the tight 
time schedule for the grant application 
"has dumped upon us a requirement to 
make some rather extensive and long 
range decisions without the opportunity 
to gather information and data with 
which to do this properly " He called it 
"ridiculous " 
Wahlers answered that, once the 
application for the first year’s grant 
funds 
($90.000 of 
the $702.000) 
is 
submitted this week, the council can 
take its time deciding on priorities for 
spending the rest of the money Though 
a three-year community development 
plan must be submitted this week, he 
said, the federal government wouldn’t 
hold it against the council if it changed 
its mind in next year’s grant application 
and listed different projects. 
"It is essential that we include the 
proposals for second and third-year 
projects," he told the board. "But next 
year we file another application and the 
request could materially change based 
upon further analysis of our needs..." 
Wahlers said that it would not be 
unethical or untruthful for the city to 
submit a three-year plan to the federal 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD ) that it is not at all 
sure it intends to pursue. 
But Ed Haworth, a consultant-expert 
helping the city apply for the CD grant, 
said "That three-year plan has to 
stipulate those areas you are going to 
pursue...” 
Councilman Art Scott differed with 
Stevens, who wanted to take "the 
opportunity to take an additional period 
of time to allow the real values of these 
many proposals to perecíate and work 
themselves to the top...” 
" I don’t know about you, but I ’ve been 
getting a lot of input as to the feelings of 
the people in the community as to what 
they’re really concerned about," Scott 
said. 
" I just think to put it off for a year, to 
pass it off to another committee without 
giving them direction and saying this is 
the direction we think you ought to go... 
I really 
think 
would 
be a gross 
mistake," 
Scott asserted. 
He 
was 
referring to Wahlers’ proposal to hand 
the new city hall over to a citizens 
committee. 
The administrator also 
urged 
that 
the City Parks and 
Recreation commission be given the job 
of sorting out city youth center and 
community center needs and that the 
Downtown Revitalization Committee 
review the proposal for a downtown 
redevelopment district. 
"Well, it wasn’t the intention to put 
this off at all, in the case of the city 
hall," Wahlers defended. He added later 
that if a new city hall were sited in the 
downtown area, CD funding would be 
available to buy the land. The federal 
grant dollars could not legally be used to 
build a new city hall, though. Other city 
money is earmarked for this in the 
three-year plan Wahlers asked the 
council to approve tonight. 
Councilman Em il Scolari termed the 
city’s grant position as a "golden 
opportunity" to construct a new city hall 
and 
said 
he 
supported 
the 
idea. 
Councilwoman 
Charlotte 
Benton 
recommended rejuvenating the city 
committee on public buildings to look 
into the city hall proposal. 
Scott also held out yesterday for the 
inclusion of spending some of the 
allotted $702,000 in CD funds on needed 
city water system work rather than 
requesting 
money 
for 
these 
improvements 
from 
HUD 
on 
a 
competitive basis with the rest of the 
county, as Wahlers had recommended. 
Haworth told the council that the water 
system improvements would not 
be 
looked on by HUD as the highest priority 
for extra funding. 
The present city hall would become a 
community center if the new city hall 
plan goes through, according to the 
consultants’ 
recommendation. 
But 
yesterday, Mrs. Helen Reichert, saying 
she 
represents a group of senior 
citizens, asked the council Lo commit 
the old council building totally to seniors 
if the new city hall is built. 
Wahlers also reported yesterday that 
HUD has ruled that funding for a youth 
center for use of the Lompoc Boys and 
Girls Clubs would be illegal under the 
laws governing grant money spending.

issues, Green feels, are the 
recent utility rate increases 
enacted by the Lompoc City 
Council, the now four-member 
board he hopes to be joining 
"Looking at it from the type 
of training I’ve had, I probably 
would have gone along a whole 
lot with what they did,” he 
said. "But there were a lot of 
questions that I think should 
have been asked. " 
Two such questions, he said, 
were why did we need so much 
of so many rate increases so 
soon and why weren’t they 
better explained to the public? 
Green said his accounting 
background 
would 
have 
enabled 
him 
to probe the 
reason for the lack of rate 
increases when needed in the 
past. As for explaining city 
utility binds to the public, 
Green said he thinks the staff 
couches it explanations in its 
own, unfamiliar jargon that 
leaves 
the 
council 
and 
s o m e t i m e s 
the 
pe op l e 
scratching their heads. 
"I feel that although they 
(the 
rate 
increases) 
were 
perhaps justified, they were 
not put to the people or perhaps 
to the City Council in a manner 
that 
was 
understandable,” 
Green opined. 
Economic 
growth 
and 
development are things which 
Green, 
as 
a 
realtor 
and 
businessman, 
is 
concerned 
with. He feels, he said, that a 
city like Lompoc either goes 
forward or backward relative 
to city growth and that a 
controlled, ordered growth is 
not a wistful ideal. 
"I don’t want to go out and 
say I am for total growth,” 
Green confided. "I am for 
growth, but a controlled type of 
growth and I think we can have 
that.” 
Green’s stress in pressing for 
ordered city growth, he said, 
would 
be 
the 
econom ic 
expansion that would increase 
the city tax base and put more 
Lompocans to work But, he 
added, this type of growth will 
necessarily also bring more 
housing 
development. 
This 
Green viewed, can still be done 
with taste and reason. 
"In my opinion, we are not a 
self-supporting city," he said.

The money supply is the 
amount of currency in circula­ 
tion and money in checking 
accounts. When it expands, 
interest rates generally decline 
and loans for business and 
home buyers are more obtaina­ 
ble 
“ Forces have now been set in 
motion that will, I believe, soon 
result in a quicker pace of 
monetary and credit expan­ 
sion.” Burns said “ Actually, 
that process may aready be 
underway... 
“ The Federal Reserve in- 


tends to encourage expansion

that 
publicity in Sacramento also 
was widespread, making a fair 
trial here impossible.

He 
said there was a trend against 
any division of agriculture land 
and

a trend 
toward 
defining prime agriculture land 
as a minimum of 40 acres and 
non-prime as a minimum of 100 
acres.

Monday ruled out any extension 
of the rebates. 
General Motors President 
Elliott M Estes said rebates on 
the firm's small cars definitely 
will end and will be replaced by 
lower prices on nine small 
models. The cuts were accom­ 
plished by making some exten­ 
sive equipment oitional, such 
as steel radial tires. 
“There’s no question that 
these rebates have helped sales 
of all our cars, not just the 
small ones that were eligible 
for rebates,” Estes said “ But 
they will end Friday and there 
is no plan for any rebates on 
larger cars.” 
Estes predicted the momen­ 
tum generated by the rebates 
should continue into March < 
with no dropoff in sales. The 
move to take off equipment is 
overdue since, he said, “ we 
may have gone too far with 
putting all this equipment on 
cars as standard.”

Naughton, 
Ford 
Motor Co. vice president for 
sales, said Ford still is studying 
several options 
to 
replace 
rebates when they expire. But ' 
he said continuing the rebates 
has been ruled out as one of the 
options. 
Before the rebates began, 
sales had been compared with 
those during the late 1950s 
recession with the Jan. 1-10 
period, when just 93,235 cars 
were sold, the lowest since 
automakers began reporting on 
10-day periods in 1952

Economists closely follow

Daley still favored

CHICAGO (U PI) - Snow and 
sleet fell on Mayor Richard 
Daley’s election parade today 
but the 72-year-old political 
leader was still a favorite to 
win the Democratic primary, 
tantamount to re-election.

Temperatures at freezing and 
below were forecast for the 
day. 
Polls opened at 6 a m CDT 
and were to close at 6 p.m 
During the first 95 minutes the 
Chicago Board of Elections 
received 151 minor complaints 
including 
lack

ballots, 
absence of election judges and 
late opening of polls. Heavy 
smoke and names from spilled 
oil near a heater in the 
basement of the Mount Hope 
Baptist Church temporary halt­ 
ed voting there. 
City Hall, where Daley has 
held office for the past 20 
years, underwent a predawn 
top-to-bottom search after a 
telephoned demand for $50,000 
to disclose where a bomb had 
been hidden. None was found. 
Daley’s age, his health —he 
suffered a mild stroke last May 
—and corruption were issues in 
the election in which the mayor 
faced his first serious primary 
challenge since 1955. 
But Daley, long-time king­ 
maker in national Democractic 
politics and undisputed mo­ 
narch of the nation’s second 
largest city for a generation, is 
still the overwhelming favorite 
to win nomination in the party 
primary. 
The winner today is virtually 
assured of being the city ’s next 
mayor, and three men have 
been 
campaigning hard to 
unseat Daley. They vow to beat 
the odds, which oddsmaker 
Jimmy the Greek says are 100-1 
for Daley.

Nuclear 
energy 
argued 


LOS A N G ELES (U PI) - 
Medical scientists argued Mon­ 
day whether nuclear energy is 
a safe, reliable source of future 
power or a potential health 
nightmare. 


Dr. Norman Rasmussen, a 
nuclear engineer who directed 
a 
tw o-year 
study 
that 
concluded the chances of a 
major nuclear reactor accident 
were infinitesimal, squared off 
against Dr. John W Gofman, a 
University of California Berke­ 
ley medical physics professor 
who believes the nuclear power 
industry 
should 
shut 
down 
immediately. 


The confrontation took place 
at 
the 
California 
Medical 
Association convention here. 


Gofman said the real concern 
is with plutonium that could get 
into the environment through 
accidents occurring while the 
plutonium is being handled. 
Most of the discussion centered 
on the hazards of radioactive 
byproducts, especially plutoni­ 
um 239, which is one of the 
most 
cancer-producing 
sub­ 
stances known. 
Long-active plutonium and 
radioactive fission products — 
and the premise that there is no 
safe dose of radiation — poses 
an extremely high health risk, 
Gofman said 
The isolation of those pro­ 
ducts from the environment 
must be 99.99 per cent, he said 
“This must be accomplished 
in the face of technical defects, 
human error, malice, guerrilla 
activity, war and acts of God,” 
he said. 
Rasmussen said radioactive 
waste is a manageable problem 
because there is not very much 
of it, approximately two tons 
per nuclear plant per year, and 
very little plutonium is left in 
the stored waste because every 
effort is made to take it out. 
He conceded that radioactive 
gases are released into the 
atmosphere by nuclear power 
plants but said the dosages are 
minute. The dosage to a person 
living near a nuclear facility, 
he said, is about five milirems 
a year, or about the same dose 
a jet passenger receives from 
cosmic radiation on a coast-to- 
coast flight. 
Rasmussen said there should 
be more concern over the 
radiation the public is exposed 
to 
during 
routine 
X-rays 
doctors 
order 
than 
from 
n u c le a r 
p la n ts

An assistant coach at the club, Miss 
Maynard earned one of the two local 
spots as a “favorite son” and the club's 
top-ranked woman player She managed 
to capture only five points, all in the 
first set of the match that held few 
volleys and a series of service aces 
scored by Tiriac 


“His serve had a lot of spin, which I 
wasn’t used to, but he was nice to me 
and whatever points I got he gave m e,” 
she said.

George Parnassus, 
famed promoter, 
dead at 78 


LOS ANGELES (UP1) — Boxing promoter George Parnassus, 
the game's “ Golden Greek” who was credited with bringing big 
time boxing to Southern California in staging more than 100 title 
fights, died early today at age 78 
Parnassus succumbed at his home of an apparent heart attack, 
a friend of the family^said. 
The Greek-born promoter, who for more than half a century was 
one of the top personalities in international boxing, managed such 
fighters as lightweight champion Enrique Bolanos during the late 
1940s and bantam champ Raton Macias in the 1950s before turning 
to matchmaking and promoting. 
He was bom in Methone, Greece, and at age 19 worked his way 
on a cargo ship to the United States, winding up in Phoenix, Anz., 
where he opened a restaurant. It was not long until his clients 
numbered many boxers and he responded to their pleas to manage 
some of them. 
As a manager, he piloted Juan Zurita and Ceferino Garcia to 
championships and had a near miss with Bolanos. 
He spoke Spanish as fluently as he did English or Greek and was 
a favorite of Latin fighters. 
In 1957, Parnassus took over the matchmaking department at 
the Olympic Auditorium and immediately lined up two 
championship cards —Archie Moore in defense of his lightheavy 
title against Tony Anthony and bantam Alphonse Halimi against 
Macias. 
Parnassus also promoted Sugar Ray Robinson vs. Gene 
Fullmer; Emile Griffith vs. Gaspar Ortega and Luis Rodriguez; 
Don Jordan vs. Virgil Atkins; Carlos Ortiz vs. Battling Torres, 
and many others. 
Two non-championship bouts that were boxoffice smashes 
pitted Carmen Basilio against Art Aragon, which grossed $236,351, 
and the then Cassius Clay against Moore for $182,397 
Although he spent most of his time promoting fights in Southern 
California, Parnassus used to travel more than 100,000 miles 
each year to set up fights around the world. He was a well known 
boxing figure in Europe, Latin American, Australia and the 
Orient.

Games by Congress 


The way Congress works at 
times boggles the mind. No 
wonder President Ford finds 
himself so 
frustrated along 
with the rest of us. 
The political game is nearly 
always the same — how to 
make the most votes out of a 
problem while purporting to 
deal with it. 
Congress 
is 
certainly 
providing 
a 
beautiful 
illustration of this art at the 
moment 
playing 
with 
a 
proposed House Ways and 
Means Committee tax cut that 
will slice up taxpayers with 
their bologna knife. 
President Ford introduced 
a tax cut proposal as an 
obvious economic stimulant. 
While perhaps not perfect, it 
would have granted everyone 
a 12 per cent cut up to a $1,000 


maximum refund. 
All 
experts, 
include 
the 
politicians themselves, agree 
that a tax cut is vital toward 
stimulating an improvement 
of our economic situation. 
But Ways and Means must 
play around first. They put a 
limit of $200 on low income 
refunds with a limit of $100 in 
the middle income brackets. 
The plan, obviously is to take 
away from the middle and 
high incomes and give a little 
pittance to the poor 
Ways and Means aren’t the 
only body playing around with 
a serious tax cut matter. A 
group 
of 
Democrats 
in 
Congress want to hang riders 
on the tax cut measure that 
will force the repeal of the oil 
depletion allowance. 
The oil depletion allowance 


problem is a separate matter 
and should not be mixed up in 
the proposal for the tax cut. 
Adding such a rider will only 
delay, interminably, action on 
the tax cut as the oil depletion 
allowance is certainly a highly 
political question. 
We urge Congress to get on 
with this 
tax cut decision. 
They have had their vacation 
and it’s time to go to work on 
vital issues without clouding 
them. The nation’s economy is 
in enough of a mess without 
the 
interminable 
political 
jockeying for votes that is 
accompanying congressional 
inaction on the subject. The 
fact is that if the economy 
doesn’t improve, a lot of 
congressmen might find out 
they couldn’t buy votes after 
all.

Thompson, hard pressed 


A1 Thompson, director of the city 
water utilities is breathing a little easier 
these days. Last month his department 
resumed the use of soda ash in the 
treatment of the city’s water supplies 
ending a hiatus of about 18 months when 
a substitute chemical system had to be 
used. 
During the period, 
Thompson took 
the 
brunt of the home 
owner’s disatisfaction 
with the harder water. 
Hardness is about 150 
parts per million since 
resumption 
of 
the 
soda 
ash 
system 
During 
the 
period 
when 
the chemical 
was 
not available, 
hardness, 
Thompson 
said 
was averaging 
400 parts per million 
Raw 
or untreated 
water averages about 
700 to 750 parts per 
million 
The soda ash process adds about $20 per 
household to the city’s expenses in 
providing potable 
water, 
he says. 
Thompson says he can see a secure 
supply of the crucial chemical for at 
least six months. 
Soda ash comes in powder form and is 
blown pneumatically from the bulk 
delivery truck to the point in the water 
treatment plant where it is stored for 
use. 
Friday, Thompson began to relax as 
feedback from the public proved to be 
favorable 
“ Several housewives have 
remarked that doing dishes, washing 
clothes and bathing is much more 
pleasant now addition to the savings in 
soap products.’’ he said 


If it proved to be a little adventure 
setting all the clocks ahead an hour last

Now, in 1975, with a new alignment in 
the State Legislature, the chances for 
getting another bill similar to AB 594 
passed look good It should be noted that 
British Columbia and one eastern U S 
state now have the Oregon Law. 
Some benefits of the Oregon Law: 


1 Will drastically reduce the amount 
of litter in parks and along streets and 
highways. Resulting in a saving of 
millions of dollars yearly in cleanup 
costs. 


2 Will save scarce metals; will lessen 
the need for metal imports and thus 
improve the balance of trade. 


3. Will lessen the amount of garbage 
that is making America a vast dumping 
ground. Will save millions of dollars in 
garbage disposal costs 


4. Will save tremendous amounts of 
electric power that is presently used in 
making aluminum, since less aluminum 
will be needed 


5 Will make available to industry and 
municipal water departments a supply 
of now scarce soda ash, used in 
manufacturing 
glass, 
since 
non- 
returnable bottles will be prohibited 
»Bottles returned for a five cent deposit 
average fourteen return trips to be 
refilled before they are lost or broken.)

Hunger in America 


WASHINGTON

In 
preparing 
various drafts of President Ford’s 
response to the overwhelming vote in 
Congress 
rejecting 
his 
proposed 
increase in the cost of food stamps, his 
aides invoked the word sacrifice In this 
grave national crisis, we must all be 
ready for some sacrifice 
For those at the bot­ 
tom 
of 
the 
heap, 
sacrifice 
means 
trying to make a little 
money last a little 
longer. It means going 
hungry at the end of 
the month when food 
stamps have run out 
and 
the 
So cial 
Security payment is 
exhausted 
Just how many people in America are 
hungry? In a column on the rise in the 
cost of food stamps, I put the figure at 30 
million 
to 
40 
million. 
This 
was 
challenged by Edward J. Hekman, 
administrator of the food and nutrition 
service 
in 
the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture. That figure was too high. 
Nutrition specialists I have talked 
with put it conservatively at 10 million 
to 20 million. That is in itself a shocking 
figure for a nation that until the onset of 
the recession was regarded as having 
the highest standard of living in the 
world 
Estimates are hard to come by. How 
much 
of 
the 
hunger 
is 
actual 
malnutrition, 
it is difficult if not 
impossible to know. But Hekman’s 
claim that with the school lunch 
program, food stamps and other forms 
of food assistance there is virtually no 
hunger 
in 
America 
cannot 
be 
substantiated. 
The most damning contradiction is 
that there are an estimated 34 million to 
39 million families and single persons 
eligible for food stamps The number 
now 
getting 
them 
is 
17 
million, 
representing a jump of nearly 2 million 
in the latter weeks of 1974, much of it 
resulting from the addition of Puerto 
Rico. 
Thus only half of those eligible by 
reason of income, many close to the 
poverty level, are benefiting from the 
food-stamp plan. And this is true in spite 
of stem prodding from the Congress to 
seek out eligible individuals and break 
some of the constricting red tape that 
makes qualification difficult. 
Speaking of sacrifices, another Ford 
proposal would cut a small slice off the 
budgetary deficit at the expense of those 
at the bottom of the heap, the great 
majority the elderly. In accord with a 
cost-of-living increase, Social Security 
payments will go up in midyear by 8.7 
per 
cent. The President is asking 
Congress to make this 5 per cent instead 
of the 8.7 required by law 


It’s hard to translate this into penury 
or downright poverty and the desperate 
business of eking out existence on too 
little, but here’s a try The lowest Social 
Security payment is $93 a month, the 
highest $316, the average $186 If the 
increase required by law goes into 
effect, it would mean an additional $84 a 
year for the pensioner on the average 
allowance. 
That seems little enough, but as 
reports from around the country show it 
could mean difference between hunger 
in the last week or 10 days of the month 
and just enough to get by. Twenty 
million Americans over 65 are on Social 
Security. Approximately 20 per cent 
have no other income It must go for 
rent, food, clothing, transportation with 
little or nothing left over 
Day-to-day reports from around the 
country tell of the old. the poor, the 
lonely barely hanging or not hanging on 
As prices of just about everything go up. 


it is increasingly hard to stretch that 
Social Security check. 
Social Security is such a mammoth 
operation that rumors of its troubles are 
deeply disquieting 
To offset those 
rumors, former HEW administrators in 
both 
Republican 
and 
Democratic 
administrations recently voiced their 
faith in the system. 
A measure of its scope is seen in the 
savings that would accrue if Congress 
should hold the increase to 5 per cent. 
The figure is $2 6 billion, the difference 
between the $6 billion for the 8 7 hike 
and $3.4 billion at the Ford rate 
There is little inclination in Congress 
to comply with the President's request. 
Those 20 million old folks have a vote 
and as statistics show they are more 
likely to go to the polls than the young 
Aside from cynical consideration of 
politics, that $84 a year and what it could 
mean in barely making it will be in the 
minds of many members of Congress

Grey and thinning hair Melting skin. 
Eyes that have nearly seen a life time 
pass.

We have over eight million 
members.” 
No, the reporter was thinking of 
another kind of a story. 
“ Well,” retired Army Col. Fred J. 
Bremerman volunteered, “ I ’ll say that 
those who are the happiest are those 
who are involved in something all their 
waking hours. They are engaged in 
something and not just sitting there 
watching tv.” 
Who do you recommend talking to? 
Who would have something interesting 
to say about retirement? 
“ You ask 100 different people and 
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you'll get a 100 different answers,” 
Smart quipped 
“ Maybe you should talk to Howard 
Simmons or Benjamin Anderson,” the 
colonel suggested 
Smart had another subject in mind: 
“ Our 
organization 
lobbies 
in 
Washington, D C and we have senators 
and congressmen on our side who are 
studying the problems of old age. We 
aren’t asking for a Cadillac every 
Monday ” 
The white haired colonel injected, 
’ There are over 21 million people in the 
U S 65 years old and over." 
“ We 
want 
transportation, 
good 
nursing homes, good medical care, good 
doctors, a proper economic level We 
want to live in decency,” continued 
Smart. 
“ The only advantage to growing old is 
that you have time to do some things you 
didn't have time to do when you were 
younger.” 


The colonel, sitting with Strobel on his 
left and Smart on his right, observed, 
“ More and more our elected officials 
are thmkmg of the senior citizen due to 
his greater longevity They realize that 
most of the older people get out and 
vote.” 
“ This is not putting the young man 
down,” explained Smart “ He’s too busy 
working ” 
For many years, Smart sold auto 
parts in Lompoc. Retired, now he 
travels, plays bridge and the organ, and 
serves as an active member of the 
AARP 
“ Your senior citizen,” he repeated, 
“ is not asking to live in a state of luxury. 
All he is asking for is an economic level 
that would be normal, not a hand-out. He 
is asking for a clean place to live, good 
food, and medical attention 
“ You should stress in your story the 
need for medical attention If you got 
your health, you’re going to make it. 
You can have $3 in the bank, but if you 
are healthy, you’re rich.” 
The three men agreed on this simple 
truth that all men come to learn one 
day. 
“ We 
aren’t 
asking 
for 
special 
treatment,” said the colonel. 
“ We just want to live in decency,” 
Smart said. 
We were in an office of Village Realty 
on North H Street where once retired 
Strobel works. 
Smart continued: “ One of these days 
you’re going to be old. I was 30 and one 
day I turned around and I was 40. I 
turned around again and I was 50 and 
then 60 and now I’m 70.” 
It happens that fast, Strobel and the 
colonel concurred. 
“ But growing old isn’t so bad when
